The frequent Disputes which have recently occurred in the Metro¬ 
polis, between* various Manufacturers and. their Journeymen, in 
^nsequence of disagreementopinion/^ respecting the value of 
Workmanship, contained in the various articles they severally 
mqpu&cture, are too generally known; and the inconveniences result¬ 
ing from the want of Rules for dedsion, have b^n too severely 
experienced, to require either particular enumeration or general . 
(x>mment, in justific^ition of the motives that induced the publicaticm 
of the following pages, which have for their objpct the prevention of 
such Disputes in future: as, in many instances, the (X)ntentions 
alluded to have been producdve *of the most disagreeable and 
injurious effects to individuals of both parties.

The Master Chair-Manufacturers of London and their Journey- 
^ ^ men (Chair-Bakers and Carvers) have, therefore, from a mutual 
desire to prevent such consequences in future, agreed with each 
^ other,*in considering it as cxtnducive to their mutual interests, to 
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unite^ in ^the regulating §nd estabfishing of certain Rules, for 
ascertaining the quantity and value of Workmanship, contained in the 
several articles of the Chair Manufacture; and have accordingly, by a 
deputed Committee, consisting of persons of both parties, and autho* 
rized by each, regulated and established the Rules which are inserted 
in'this Bool^; ^nd have jointly Resolved—^That the Prices affixed fo * 
the Mticle?, and their several \:omponent parts hei^in specified, are 
henceforward to be considered b^ each i»rty, as the Prices agreed* 
upon between them, to be paid and received for executing the work. * 


* In order the more' efiectually to attain the object in view, by 
endeavour!^ to obviate, as much as possible, future cause for dispute, 
the above^enti^ed Manufacturers and Journeymen have taken into 

* consideration the continual variety which Fancy and Fashion are 
ever introducing into the various Articles of Manufacture, compre¬ 
hended under the g^eVal appellation of Chair-Work: and from the 
impossibility of foreseeing the alterations which future fancy may 

' surest; and of ascertaining the ipcreased or diminished quantity and 
value of Workmanship consequent thereon; they have furtl^r agreed 
in. considering it a* necessary, to resolve on the appointment of a select 
Committee of Arbitration, consisting of persons of both parties, and 
to be chosen by each; to pieet at such times^qfid places as may be 
agreed upon, for the purpose of ^certaining the quantity, and fixing 
the value of- Workmanship, that may be contained in any Article, or 
Articles of Work (not insert^ in this Book), which m8y be made, or 
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required to be nmde in future. And, that their determination in every 
such case be considere^^by each party as Final. . ^ 


They have, therefore, jointly resolved—That a Ck>mmittee of 
Arbitration be appointed,consisting of unequal number of Masters 
and Joumeymeb ^ and that tRey -be ready to meet for the abofi- 
ipentioned purpose, whenever it may aj^pear that the inter^ of either 
or both parties may require such me^ng. And have further resolved, 
that the Articles examined, and the Prices affixed by the Committee 
^ecuting the Work,%hall be immediately considered of eqdal 
validity with those in this Book, ^nd be printed to correspond 
Umrewith, and added: as supplementary thereto, as often as sl|pll 
be found expedient. ^

THE mode of afljiaitgeinent adoptStl W^the following pagtk bemg^ in 
some degree^ different from those of other puhUeaUons of a 
similar description^ U has been considered as requisite to premise 
4he following generahgbservationst viz. i—^ . *

X^HAT, on account of th% variety that attaches to the different 

Aoticles of '^ork which the Qiair-Manufacture comprises, and 
neSessity found for affixing prices to the various modes o.f finishing *th^ 
several parts which <^mpose them, it was considered, thalP the 
inserting of all the several compon^t parts (or. even the greater 
number of them) with each respective mode of finishing (i^ EIxtras), 
under the head of every Article of Work to which they wqpld apply, 
would be introducing frequent and unnecessary repil^tion; and, by 
so increasing the number of parts under each Article, be productive of 
great inconvenience in reference. It was therelbre determined, for 
the purpo^ of avoidii^j^hese effects, »to assign separate Heads 
those component parts, and^eir vailbus respective modes of finishing; 
except in i^me instances, where it was found more ^nvenient to 
insert others, under tile Articles to which they belong.. All or any of 
which may Ite found ^ •rOfer^ce ffbm thf^ndex. ^ 

It may bennoiessary, .furtl^r to observe, that though this 
mode of arrangement has been ^preferred (as being* more generally 
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convenient), and though it Ite diflerent to those of other publications 
of sfmilar description, the ultimate effects of each tfre the same. For 
all the several Artises of Work specified in the several w^ambles,* 
under their respective heads in thiS(|||jBook, are each de^ibed as 
finished in its plainest stale, which may be considered as i^ I^art 
Description ; and the pri^ affix^ to eadh Article, so finished, may 
be considered as its Start Hiucii And the vnr^pe other modes of 
composing and finishing those Articles, by adding to them the parts 
above-mentioned, may ([notwithstanding the anangement} be con¬ 
sidered us Extras For, in any method ^^arrangement, every entire 
Arttcliy in its plainest mode of finishing, wiljt. still remain in the same 
relation to any of the various parts thatonay be applied to compose it, 
in any {larticular different state.

not to be m^ured in extra widths of Tops and Stays, when 

the ends of ditto are cut to receive the ends of uprights. 


6t/i. The Rabbets bn the edges of Stay Rails to be included in 
the measurement of extra widtlis, when rabbled the whole 
length; also of Tops, when framed on or between the 
Back Legs. 

1th. When the Frdli^ of Chair Bdbksare finished plain (without 
Carving, Beading, *or Panelling^, the Cleaning^ of ditto not. 
to be charged. 

The price affixed to the Preamble of the Caned-fa§ck Chairs, 
in page 35, is to be considered as exclusive of the Uprights

lOli/k The price affixed to the Preamble of the Hunter’s Chairs, 
in page 64, is to be conridered as exclusive of the following 
parts, which are attached to Fig. 3, Plate 8, viz .—^The Sweeped 
Back Legs below the seat, the Elbows; Stay Rails and 
Uprights under ditto, and Sliding Frame. 

lltL To prevent misconstruction of the second paragraph, under the 
head Cabriolb Bergerbs, in page 57, the extra dimensions 
are to be understood as follows

Above twenty-five inches in width of the front, and not ,

14lA Double-jointed Hinges, for Squab Frames, are each to be 
charged as two Butt or common Strap ditto. 

15lA. All Moulds to be found for the workman, or paid for making 
of ditto by time. 

16(ft. Fish-skin, Fin and Sand-paper, to be found for the woikman. 

17<A. Oiling of work—CMling and Polishing ditto—and Polishing 
with wax, are each to be paid for by time. 


The two following Articles respect Vw Workmanship between the 

Journeymen: 

l«f. When the Fronts of Chairs are required to be Carved, they 
are to be made fair for the Carver. 

2nd. Wlien the Fronts of Chairs are Panelled or Beaded, the 
Carver to clean the remainder of the surface.

With respect to that part of the Manufacture which comprises 
Carted Work in general; the fore>mentioned Manufacturers and 
Journeymen have considered—that, on account of the great difference 
which is frequently found in the quality of Ornamental Carving, as 
performed by different Workmen, no precise value for the workman¬ 
ship could reasonably be affixed, previous to its execution; they have 
therefore considered it proper to omit it, and have confined themselves 
to the valuation of the more plain parts thereof,—such as Moulding, 
Panelling, Fluting, Reeding, &c. The prices for which are inserted 
at the end of the Book. 

It is therefore intended to settle the prices for such Ornamental 
Carving, by precedent and mutual agreement On failure of which, 
the workmanship in question is agreed to be referred for valuation 
to the select Committee, mentioned in the last paragraph of the 
Agreement.

The necessity of regulating the Prices of Work introduced since the 
publication of the Chair-Makers’ and Carvers’ Book op Prices, in 
the year 1802 , will appear clear to every thinking mind: the great 
variety which fancy is ever crowding into this branch of manufacture: 
the disputes so frequent and serious to the different parlies concerned, 
and which, when settled, seldom or ever gave general satisfaction, 
called aloud for the adoption of a regular system: a Committee, 
mutually appointed between Manufacturers and their Journeymen, 
having examined the variety of Articles each party had to produce, the 
following sheets are the unanimous result of their opinions; which, 
upon examination, both from their great variety and novelty of Work, 
as well as from the great difficulty of adjusting a fair and mutual 
price (from the different methods pursued, and the variety of prices 
obtained for the same Work}, will, we are persuaded, operate with the 
Trade in general, as a sufficient apology for its long procrastination. 

The various opinions respecting Work, and the great difference 
in the Prices obtained in different Shops, gave rise to a variety of 
acrimony on both sides, which it is the intention of this Publication, 
as much as possible, to obviate; but, at the same time, knowing how 
impossible it is to please all, in every Article settled, we have confined 

T 
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ourselves to no individual Prices; but, in every Article settled, we 
have come, as near as our abilities enable us, to a fair valuation; and, 
instead of lumping the Pric» of the Article manufactured, as has been 
the case in most precedents (]such as the new Work in Couches, 
Grecian Stools, Egyptian Chairs, &c0» we have arranged and 
digested the whole of the component parts; and to reduce the start 
of the Article from its standard Price to its most diminutive parts; 
and this method will, upon many occasions, appear obvious to be of 
essential utility in a variety of Work which &noy or fashion may 
hereafter introduce. 

Any misapplication of Prices, or methods pursued in Work, 
are as much as possible controverted by the copious dissection and 
general explanations given; and by the dearness of the sketches, 
drawings, and difierent lines delineated, misconceptions will be 
removed, and every Article rendered as clear and perspicuous as 
possible.
